Fame, jhe came to prove him with hard Queſtions, atten- 
ded with a great Train, and laden with Spices, and 
Gold, and precious Stones, as Preſents to him; and 
when ſhe had ſeen his magnificent Buildings, his

ſes ; neither after him aroſe there any like him. He de- 
ſtroyed all the High Places that had been built to 
Baal, and rooted Idolatry out of the Land.

for the Sins of the People and of his Predeceſſors, ſuf- 


fering him to be ſlain in a Battle by Pharaoh Necho 
King of Egypt, after he had reigned 31 Years in Je.

WV who, as we have related, ſuffer'd himſelf to 
be ſeduced by his Wives to Idolatry.

ARIOUS were the Reyolutions that after- 
_ wards follow'd in the Kingdom of Iſrael, which 
Jeroboam had founded: For he doing Evil.in the Sight 
of the Lord, and erecting Altars to two Golden 
Calves which he ſet up to divert the People, for Politi- 
cal Reaſons, from going to worſhip the Lord at Je- 
ruſalem, the Lord was pleaſed to cut off all his Houſe 
and Family by the Hand of Baaſba; who alſo doing 
Evil in the Sight of the Lord, the Lord deſtroy'd all 
his Houſe and Family by the Hand of Zimri/; who 
burning himſelf to Death to avoid the Puniſhment 
due to his Treaſon, Omri aſcended the Throne, and 
after a Reign of 22 Years, died, and was ſucceeded 
by his Son Ahab, who was a greater Idolater and a 
wickeder Man, than all that wenr before him : In- 
ſomuch, that the great Prophet E//jah prophety'd a- 
gainſt him, and aſfured him that there thould not be 
Dew or Rain in Iſrael for Years to come, but accor- 
ding to his Word. „„ 


LXXIV. Elijah and the Widow of Zarephata. 


I, LIJAH, after this, by the Command of the 
Lord, hid himſelf by the Brook Cherith, and 
the Lord cauſed the Ravens to bring him Bread and 
Fleſh both Morning and Evening. Afterwards by 
the Divine Command, he went to a Widow at Zare= 
hath, whom he found gathering Sticks in order to 
{make a Fire to dreſs a little Meat, which, with a 
{mall Cruſe of Oil, was all the Suſtenance ſhe had for 
herſelf and Son; as ſhe told the Prophet, when he 
defir'd a little Bread and Water at her Hands : But 
Elijah commanded her notwithſtanding, to bring him 
a little Cake, and promis'd her, that her Barrel of 
Meal and Cruſe of Oil ſhould not fail, 'till God ſent 
Kain upon the Earth: Which was accordingly ful- 
filled, and they all three were ſuſtain'd many Days by 
this ſmall Pittance, which the good Widow thought 
would hardly ſerve for 2 for her ſelf and Son.

© he Widow's Son fickening after this, and 
1 dying, the Lord was pleafed, at the Supplica. 
tions of the Prophet, to reſtore him to Life, to the 
reat Joy of the poor Widow, who before that was 
Inconſolable for his Loſs, and in her Agony of Sor. 
row imputed his Death to the Preſence of EI. jab. 
And in the third Year after the great Drought, the 
Lord commanded Elijah to go ſhew himſelf to Ahab, 
promiſing to ſend Rain upon the Earth: Ahab in the 
mean while had cauſed ſearch to be made for Elijah, 
throughout Iſrael, in order to flay him, imputing to 
him the Famine which then ſorely raged in Samaria, 
and as foon as he ſaw the Prophet, he ſternly ſaid, 
Art thou he that troubleth Ifirael ? And he anſwered, 1 
bave not troubled Iſrael, but thou and thy Father's Houſe, 
in that ye have forſaken the Commanaments of the Lord, 
and thou haſt followed Baalim. | 
LXXVI. Elijah's Sacrifice. 
LIJAH then in order to convince 4hab of the] 
Folly of his Idolatry, perſuaded him to aſſem- 
ble the 450 Prophets of Baal, and cauſe them to offer 
a Sacrifice to Baal of a Bullock, cut in Pieces, and 
he would do the ſame to the Lord, and the God who 
mould anſwer by Fire from Heaven on the Sacrifice, 
ſöuld be acknowledged the only true God. Baal's 
Prieſts could not refute the Tryal, and called upon 
Baal from Morning till Evening, in the moſt violent 
Tranſports of ſuperſtitious Zeal, to no Purpoſe. And 
Elijah in his turn, having cauſed a Trench to be 
made, and 12 Barrels of Water to be pour'd on the]! 
Wood and on the Sacrifice till the Trench was filled, 
he ſupplicated the Almighty to aſſert his Power to 
the Conviction of thoſe Idolaters, and in the Sight 
of the King and all the People, Fire deſcended from 
Heaven, and conſumed the Burnt Sacrifice, and the Wood, 
and the Stones, and the Duſt, and licked up the Water 
that was in the Trench. | 1

ELIJAH in the Fery Chariot. 
ND when all the People ſaw this, they fell on theiv 
Faces, and they ſaid, The LORD he is the God: 
The LORD he is the God! And Elijah ſaid unto them, 
Take the Prophets of Baal, let not one of them eſcape : 
Aud they took them, and Elijah brought them down to the 
Brook Kiſhon, and flew them there. And Elijah ſaid 
unto Ahab, Get thee up, eat and drink; for there is a 
Sound of abundance of Rain: Which accordingly came 
to paſs.

paſſed over dry-ſhod, as he had ſeen Elijah do before,

© IXXIX. NAAMAN#': Leproſy cured. . 
A FTER this, Naaman the Syrian General, who 
was a Man of great Valor, but a Leper, hearing of 
Eliſba's Miracles, went, nobly attended, to his Houſe, 
to ſeek a Cure at his Hands: Whereupon Eliſha ſent 
him Word by a Servant, to waſh ſeven Times in Jor- 
dan, and he ſhould be clean. Naaman expecting to 
have ieen Eliſha himſelf, and that -he ſhould have 
been inſtantly cured by his Prayers to God for him, 
went away in a great Rage, ſaying, Are not the Ri-! 
vers of Damaſcus of greater Virtue than the Waters 
of 1ſracl ? But being perſuaded to comply with the 
Prophet's Advice, he went down to Jordan, and 
dipped himſelf ſeven Times; and his Fleſh came a- 
gain, and he was clean. Upon which he confeſled, 
that there was no God in all the Earth, but in 1ſracl;

refuſed them; and ſmote with Naaman's Leproſy, 
his Servant Gehaxi, who clandeſtinely, in his Maſter's 
Name, obtain'd ſome Preſents for himſelf.

HA B having been flain by the Syrians, and the

them; and lived all in common, and wanted nothing, 
for thoſe who had Eſtates and Poſſeſſions fold them 
and brought the Money to the Apoſtles, who divided 
it equally among the Faithful. But a certain Man 
named Ananias, with his Wife Sapphira, having 
ſold their Poſſeſſions, and kept back Part, brought 
it to the Apoſtles, pretending it was the whole. 
| This being an Endeavour by a Lye to impoſe on the 
Holy Ghoſt, Peter ſeverely rebuked Ananias, ſo that 
he fell down dead at his Feet; and his Wife coming 
in afterwards, not hearing what had happen'd, in- 
fiſted in the ſame Story, and alſo fell down dead, as 
ber Husband had done; and left a terrible Example 
of the Wickedneſs of a counterfeit Zeal for God's

CVII. PHILIP baptizeth the EUNUCH. _ 
HILIP having converted Samaria, and great 
| Multitudes of People to the Faith of Chril, as 
he was going from Jeruſalem to Gaza, according to 
the Direction of an Angel of the Lord, met with an 
Eunuch of great Authority, and chief Treaſurer to 
Candace, Queen of AÆthiopia, who was ſitting in his 
Chariot, and reading in Eſaias the Prophet, theſe 
Words, He was led as a Sheep to the Slaughter, and like 
A Lamb dumb before his Shearer, ſo opened he not his 
Mouth, &c. Philip asking the Eunuch, If he under- 
ſtood what he read ? the Eunuch anſwered No, and 
defired him to come into his Chariot, and explain 
that Text to him: Philip complying with his Re- 
queſt, preached to him Jeſus ſo powerfully, that the 
Eunuch was converted, and as they rode, being come 
to a certain Water, he prevailed on Philip to alight, 
and baptize bim into the Faith of Chriſt, profeiling 
his Belief, that Jeſus was the Son of God. Which 
being done, Philip was caught away by the Spirit of 
God, and the Eunuch ſaw him no more, but went 
on rejoycing. _ r ys 


CVIII. PETER let ont of Pri ſon by an ANGEL. 
ER O D ſeeing the great Progreſs made by the 
Apoſtles in Chriſtianity, raiſed up a Perſecution 
againſt them, and killed James the Brother of John }_ 
with the Sword, and cauſing Peter to be apprehended, | 
he caſt him into Priſon, intending after Eaſter to 
bring him forth to the Jews, who were pleaſed with 
his Cruelties towards the new Chriſtians. But the 
Night before Herod intended to bring him forth, an 
Angel of the Lord bid Peter ariſe, and follow him, , 
and his Chains fell from off his Hands: And tho 
the Keeper kept Watch without, as two Soldiers did 
within, and tho' he was to paſs two Wards, and an

A MONG all the Perſecutors of the firſt Chri- 


J ſtians, no one exerted himſelf ſo vehemently 
againſt them as Saul, who was alſo called Paul, and 
became afterwards the great Apoſtle of the Gentiles. 


He, as the Scripture ſays, breathing out Threataings 


and Slaughter againſt the Difciples of the Lord, ob- 
tained Letters from the High-Prieſt, to the Syna- 
gogues of Damaſcus, that he might bring bound to 
Jeruſalem, all that he found profeſſing the Religion of 
Jeſus. But as he came near to Damaſcus, there ſud- 
denly ſhone round about him a Light from Heaven, 


and he fell to the Earth, and heard a Voice, ſaying *.*. ' 
to him, Saul, Saul, Why perſecuteſt thou me? And he i 


ſaid, JWho art thou, Lord? And the Lord faid, 1 am 


Jeſus whom thou perſecuteſt? 1t is hard for thee to kick 
againſt the Pricks. Upon this, reigning himſelf to the 


Divine Direction, he went to Damaſcus, and after ge 


had remained blind three Days, was reſtored to Sight 
by Ananias; and from the bloodieſt Perſecutor, be- 
came the moit zealous Confeſſor and Apoſtle.

AUL after this, in the Name of the Lord, cauſed 
a Spirit of Divination to depart from a Damſel 
poſſeſſed with it, whoſe Maſters being uſed to make 


Gain by her Means, were ſo inraged at it, that they 


procured Paul and Silas to be beaten. with many 
Stripes, and thrown into Priſon. At Midnight the 
Jaylor having been alarmed with a great Nolte, and 
an Earthquake which had burſt open the Priſon Doors, 


imagined all his Priſoners had eſcaped, and was going 


to make himſelf away: But Paul calling out to him, 
aſſured him, they were all there, and ſo prevented 


his Deſign. Whereupon the Jaylor was converted to 


the Faith of Chriſt, and he and all his Family were 


baptized, and Paul. received great Kindneſs from 


him, and was ſoon. deliyer'd from his Confinement 


with Honour. 


Cxl. S. PAUL Accufed before FELIX. 
FTE R many Miracles perform'd by St. Paul, 
and proſelyting great Numbers to the Chriſtian 
deligion, he was at laſt apprehended at Jz>uſalem, 
by the Jewr, and would have been put to Death, had 
it not been for the chief Captain of the Romans in 
that City, who finding the Jews implacably bent to 
deftroy him, ſent him under a Guard to Czfarea, the 
Reſidence of Felix, the chief Roman Governor of 72 
dea, who finding the Jews unable to prove any Thing 
worthy of Death againſt him, uſed him with Le- 
nity ; and after certain Days ſent for him, his Wife 
DFufilla, a Jeweſs, being prefent, and heard him con- 
cerning the Faith in Chriſt ; and as he reaſoned of 
Righteouſneſs, Temperance, and Judgment to come, 
Felix trembled, and anſwer d, Go thy Way for this 
Time; when I have a convenient Seaſen, I will ſend for 
thee. But after two Years, Portius Feſtus came into 
Felix Room, and Felix, willing to ſhew the Jews a 
Pleaſure, left Paul bound. | |

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Cx II. S/. PAUL lit by a Piper. 
* HIS great Apoſtle, had at laſt, no other Way 
_ - left to eſcape the Malice of the Jews, but by 
t  . appealing to Ceſar himſelf, and being put in a Ship, 
in order to be ſent to Rome, they were overtaken by 
a violent Storm, in which having run the — 
Hazard, they were caſt in Safety on the II of 
Melita, now called Malta. The People of the Iſland 
ſhewed them great Kindneſs in their Diſtreſs, and 
made them a Fire to warm them; but when St. Paul 
had gathered a Bundle of Sticks, and laid them on the 
Fire, a Viper came out of the Heat, and faſten'd on 
his Hand, which made the Company conclude him to 
be an ill Man, and that tho he had eſcaped the Ship- 
wreck, Vengeance ſuffer'd him not to live: But 
when they ſaw him ſhake off the Viper into the Fire, 
without receiving any Harm, they changed their 
Minds, and ſaid he was a God.

which worſhipped the Beaſt, and mighty Earth- 
quakes, and Thunderings, ang Lightnings ſucceeded. 
St. John tells us alio, That he ſaw three unclean Spi- 
rits, like 2 come out of the Mouth of the Dra-
